There are five marketing classes that Virginia High has to offer. They are Marketing, Sports and Entertainment Marketing, Advanced 
Marketing, Fashion Marketing, and Advanced Fashion Marketing. These classes are taught by Mrs. Sharon Acuff, Mrs. Lisa Dean, 
andMrs. Nan Jones. Every year students in these classes attend competitions that consist of different categories in which they compete. 
These categories are: Apparel and Accessories, Food Marketing, Retail Merchandising, Business and Services Marketing, Marketing 
Mangement, Vehicles and Petroleum, Full Service Restaurant Marketing, and Quick Service Restaurant Marketing. They compete at 
DECA District Competition held January 28 at the Bristol Mall, DECA State Competition held March 5-7 at Tysons Corner, VA, and DECA 
National Competition held April 23-28 at Orlando FL. At these competitions students take a job specific test to evaluate their knowledge 
in their category of competition before attempting to perform two role-play situations with business leaders as their judges. The subjects 
of the role-plays include promotion, physical distribution, human resources, economic concepts and principles, personal selling, 
marketing foundations, and risk mangement. They can win first, second, or third in the test, one role-play, and another role-play. The 
scores for all three areas are added and a student can win first, second, or third overall ina category. The student who wins first place 
overall in each category in the district proceeds to the state level. At the state level the first four places overall in each category proceed 
to the national level competition. All students are recognized as proficiency winners if their three scores average 70%.

The Health Occupations Students of America is designed for students to 
enhance their understanding of health related industries and technologies. 
Students develop leardership skills and it improves their opportunity in future 
health careers. This courses is structured for students interested in pursuing 
careers in the many health fields. Labs are performed to learn the basic hands- 
on skills needed for the future. 

A new course introduced this year, and tied into the HOSA field, is Sports 
Medicine. Students are exposed to the injuries of athletes and are taught the 
basic athletic training procedures. |n the facility of the training room, techniques 
of wrapping, usage of ultrasound, learing the proper way to fill an ice bag, and 
what temperature the whirlpool should be are only a few activities the students 
encounter throughout the year. Common taping procedures, such as arch and 
wrist taping, are graded on by the amount of wrinkles in the tape, alignment of 
the tape, and position of the tape. During the sport season, students are given 
a chance to observe and assist Athletic Trainer Randy Hodge on the sidelines 
and get a first hand look at what the real life injuries are really about.

The first of three parts of the expanding High Schools That Work/Tech Prep program a 
Virginia High School began with great enthusiasm in the fall of 1998. Almost 59 individual 
representing business and industry, educational administration, teachers, students, and parent 
participated in an open forum dinner meeting. The round table looked at existing programs anc 
future needs. As young people face the continuing need for growth in skills as they graduate anc 
move into the work force, into further education, or into technical training, programs mus 
become more applicable to the real world or work.
